10,000 Join Savage Rioting 
In Latest Trieste Flare-Up 


60 Injured 
When Police 
Open Fire 


American, British 
Troops Called in 
To Help Quell Mob 
TRIESTE (IP) — Savage 


rioting flared again today in 
this disputed Adriatic port 
city. Police -fired into the 
ranks of thousands of pro- 
Italian demonstrators and the 
death total in two days of 
bloody clashes mounted to 
eight, with six slain today. 


Late today British and American 


troops with fixed bayonets march- 
ed into the trouble area and re- 
stored order. 


At least 60 persons, mostly stu- 


dents, were in hospitals'with po- 
lice-Inflicted bullet wounds. The 
British-trained territorial police 
suffered 
injuries 
when a 
hand 


grenade was tossed In their midst 
from today'* milling mob of at 
least 10,000. Three or more police 
were wounded. 
Unconfirmed re- 


ports said one or more had died. 


Flare Up In Rome 


It was the first time American 


troops had been called in to help 
quell the bitter 
demonstrations. 


British and American forces, which 
occupy JluX city,, have previously 
been posted merely as guards 
around buildings where their per- 
sonnel were working. 


In addition to the violence, here 


demonstrations flared In Rome and 
other Italian cities. Resentment 
was expressed against the British 
and Americans. A crowd in Rome 
surrounded the U. S. Embassy and 
.shouted 
"assassins, 
assassins." 


Police broke up the crowd with 
tear gas and clubs and arrested 
scores.

Pro-Italian feeling for re- 
turn of the city to Italy had been 
stirred by Wednesday's clebrations 
of the anniversary of the World 
War I armistice on the. Southern 
Front. Italian troops had marched 
into the rity on that day in 1fll«. 


An, uneasy calm was restored to 


for continued fair skies and cold 
temperatures at least through Sat- 
urday. 


The Great Plains bore the brunt 


of snow, sleet and gusty winds to- 
day as the season's coldest weather 
spread from the Rockies to the At- 
lantic Coast. 


The chilly air extended as far 


couth as the'Gulf with tempera- 
tures near freezing in some South- 
ern states. It was near zero in 
some Midwest cities. 


But the most severe weather was 


from eastern Wyoming and eastern 
Colorado eastward through the 


western section of South Dakota, 
Nebrasa and Kansas. Snow, sleet 
and rain were general throughout 
the storm belt. 


Heaviest falls of snow were 3 


inches at both Syndney, Neb., and 
Goodland. Kan. S t r o n g winds 
whipped the snow into drifts in 
some areas. 


Southern Florida escaped the 


cool air which dipped into the 
South. It was 34 above early today 
at Nashville and 36 at Chattanooga. 
One of the Midwest cold spots was 
Cadillac, Mich., which reported 8 
above.

Brownell Urges Press to

Fight Government Secrecy 


CHICAGO W)—Atty. Gen. Brownell today urged the press, radio and 


television to continue combatting any unnecessary secrecy, thrown 
around federal government operations. 


In an address prepared for the 


annual meeting of The Associated 
Press 
Managing Editors 
Assn. 


Brownell asserted: 


"You must seek out and oppose 


any operation of government which 
places a barrier In the. way of 
free flow of Information." 


Dwell* On Order 


The attorney general devoted his 


prepared 
address 
to 
President 


Eisenhower's new executive order, 
announced in Washington today, 
dealing with safeguards on official 
information in relation to the na- 
tional defense. 


The new order, binding on all 


executive agencies, replaces for- 
mer President Truman's informa- 
tion security order of 1951, which 
many news groups have criticized 
an susceptible to abuse. 


Brownell said President Elsen- 


hower considers the free flow of 
information from the government 
to the people to be basic to the 
good health of the nation. 


"Through his new order, he has 


reached his goal—the elimination 
of unnecessary obstacles which in- 
terfere with the activities of the 
press, radio, television, and other 
media of public information in 
bringing to the people knowledge 
of the plans, policies and daily 
operations of their government," 
Brownell said. 


Brownell paid tribute to the sug- 


gestions offered by those handling 
the news. 


He noted that he had received 


from President Norman E. Isaacs 
of the APME a copy of an associa- 
tion resolution asserting "the peo- 
ples right to know about their own 
government." 


"I believe that the most eloquent 


testimony of how fully and unre- 
servedly the President agrees with 
you Is contained In this new exccu- 
Uvt order," BrowatU said.

Says FBI 
By-Passed 


Harry White Was 
Treasury Assistant; 
Even Got Promotion 


CHICAGO (ft)—Atty. Gen. 


Brownell said 
today that 


Harry Dexter White, assist- 
ant secretary of the treasury 
in the Truman administrat- 
ion, was a Russian spy, but 
was kept in the government 
even after the FBI reported 
this to the White House. 


The attorney general charged 


that "In the face of this Informa- 
tion" President Truman advanced 
White to the important position of 
executive director for the United 
States in t'.ie International Mone- 
tary Fund. 


"I don't rcrall that such a^ thing 


happened." the former President 
said In Kansas City when informed 
of Brownell's remarks. "Aa soon 
as we. found out that White was 
wrong we fired him." 


Mr. Truman then added that the 


administration is "desperate." 


"There is a desperate effort to 


offset what has happened in New 
York and New Jersey," he «aid, 
"nnd they'll stop at nothing, lies 
or anything else, to accomplish 
their purpose. They're 
scared. 


They're desperate." 


Brownell described! T r u ra a n* • 


actions in the matter as "incred- 
ible." 


Preaentu Outline 


Rrownell presented an extensive 


outline of White's associations with 
the last Democratic administration 
In a speech prepared 
for th« 


Executives Club of Chicago. 


He asserted that "It Is a soured 


of humillntlon to every 'American 
that during the period of the Tru- 
man administration the Commu- 
nists were so strikingly success- 
ful In infiltrating the government 
of the United States." 


This, he said, hnd left to the 


Klsenhower regime a "very diffi- 
cult task" of weeding out subver- 
sive elements from the federal pay 
roll. 


White rame Into the govern- 


nrMit during the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. He died Aug. IS. 1848. 


In recent years, White's name 


has come repeatedly Into congren- 
sional investigations of subversive 
Influences. 


Names White 


Klixaheth Bentley, who has as- 


seited that she onre. worked as 
courier for a Communist spy ring 
in Washington, named White at 
one time ns .in alleged participant 
in the ring. 


Rrownell recounted that While, 


holding numerous degrees 
from 


leading universities of the coun- 
try, entered government service in 
1K34 and steadily progressed up- 
ward "until by 1945 he was one of 
th» most important men In the 
United States government." 


His service included duties with 


the Tariff Commission, the Treas- 
ury Department and the Export- 
Import Bank. 
At one time the 


Treasury sent him to England to 
make special economic studies. On 
another occasion, Brownell said, 
former Treasury Secretary Mor- 
gcnthau took him on a trip to 
Italy and North Africa. 


Drafted German Plan 


White was described as having 


drafted the Morgenthau plan for 
the treatment of Germany follow- 
ing World War II. This was a pro- 
pqsal in effect that Germany be 
reduced to a pastoral state, de- 
prived of heavy industry. It was 
never adopted.

Last Tuesday's elections in various spots over the coun- 


try were overemphasized by the press as Democratic vie- 
°n It is quite true that New Jersey's congressional district 
was a severe jolt and very probably reflects an attitude on 
the part of the independent voter that would indicate his dis- 
aopointment in Republican achievements up to this moment.

Are you satisfied with the shape 


your kitchen is in? If not you can 
choose from five different designs 
when you decide to remodel your 
present "workshop" or plan you* 
new home. 


According to the kitchen experts 


there are five basic'shapes in mod- 
ern kitchen arrangements. They in- 
clude U-shape, L-shape, S-shape, 
single-wall and two-wall. With these 
five drudgery-defying plans to start 
her off, the modern homemaker 
can make endless variations to suit 
her own tastes or comply with the 
space limitations of her particular 
kitchen. 


U stands for Utopia in modern 


kitchen planning, according to most 
authorities. It features work cen- 
ters placed in sequence and con- 
nected by counter surfaces. 


The two-wall plan, also referred 


to as the pullman or galley kitchen, 
is adaptable to small areas. It's 
really a corridor plan with work 
areas against the two walls The 
one-wall kitchen is recommended 


only for bachelors and career girls, 
since storage and work space Is 
sparse. It combines refrigerator, 
range, sink and storage area in one 
unit. 


S, which doesn't stand for scul- 


lery 
since 
modern 
appliances 


moved in, is really a staggered 
two-wall plan. L-shaped kitchens 
rank high in the recommended list 
of the experts because they permit 
continuous working surfaces. 


In the modern kitchen, the range, 


refrigerator, sink and food prepar- 
ation areas are known as work 
centers. If these centers are intel- 
ligently planned, the housewife can 
save needless steps in meal pre- 
paration and after-meal cleanup. 
The counter space allowance be- 
tween work centers is usually two 
or three feet except in small apart- 
ment kitchens. 


Kitchen 
planning 
consultants 


agree that the most suitable loca- 
tion for the sink is beneath a win- 
dow, between range and refrigera- 
tor centers, but the housewife 
should make her own decision 


about sink placement, dependent on 
her work habits. 


For easier handling and storing 


of foods, the refrigerator should be 
placed near the kitchen service en- 
trance. It's also a good idea to have 
the refrigerator door swing away 
from other kitchen centers. 


Nearness to the dining area Is the 


preferred location for your new gai 
range. 
This spot will make for 


easier serving. A kitchen ventilat- 
ing fan should be installed direct- 
ly above the range. 


Counter space should give a con- 


tinuous even-line working surface. 
Covering of these areas should be 
single-stripped to eliminate strap 
bindings which collect moisture 
and dirt. Whenever possible a mini- 
mum of 18 inches should be al- 
lowed on each side of the range, 
refrigerator and sink. 


Cooking utensils should be stored 


in cabinets near the work centeri 
in which they are used. Frying 
pans, potato masher and ladles, 
for example, should be placed in 
cabinets adjacent to the range. 


Gas Ranges Designed to 
Ease the Cleaning Job 
Good Housekeeping Habits 
Makes Your Task Easier 


New designs in gas ranges stress 


ease of cleaning and have stream- 
lined surfaces without hard-to-get- 
at corners which collect dirt and 
grease. 


You can keep your new range a 


pride and joy by acquiring a few 
good-housekeeping habits. 


Since most parts of a gas range 


are made of porcelain enamel — 
a kind of glass-like material fused 
on metal — it's fairly easy to keep 
it shining clean, really just like 
washing glassware or the dishes. 


The easiest habit to follow is to 


wipe off the top surface and around 
the burner heads after each dish- 
washing when soap, water and 
cleansers are handy. By that time, 
too, the porcelain will have cooled 
off. This is important to remember 
because good porcelain should nev- 
er be wiped off when it's hot from 
cooking. Accidental spillovers can 
be taken care of as they happen 
— a quick wipe with a dry paper 
towel. Like your porcelain sink, the 
top surface of the gas range, even 
though acid resistant, will mark if 
acid foods such as milk, vinegar or 
some fruit juices are left on it. 
Again, use the paper towel for 
quick wipe-ups. 


Cleaning Top Burner* 


The easy-to-acquire habit of wip- 


ing off top burners after each dish- 
washing will save time and effort 
when you do your once-a-week 
thorough cleaning of the gas range. 
Top burners and grates may be 
washed in soapy and warm water. 
Spillovers may have clogged the 
old-type burner parts "where the 
flame comes through.) If so, just 
clean them out with a stiff brush or 
a slender wire. 


Cast iron burner* with a baked- 


on coat of enamel may be washed 
in warm sudsy water, turned up- 
side down for quick draining 


Aluminum burner-heads on some 


modern gas ranges should be 
cleaned with a mild cleanser or 
fine steel wool just as you would an 
aluminum pan. 


Chrome burners should not be 


scrubbed with steel wool but with 
a mild-type abrasive. If chrome 
or aluminum burners become dull 
— as they are bound to from con- 
tact with high temperatures—shine 
them up with an ordinary metal 
polish. 


Removable drip trays underneath 


burners are as easily cleaned as a 
cookie sheet. Wipe with warm 
soapy water, remembering to dry 
on the bottom as well as the top 
before replacing. 


Oven and Broiler Section* 


If you've been broiling food, 


you'll find cleaning this section of 
your gas range an easier task if 
you pour a detergent and hot water 
into the broiler pan right after the 
food is taken out. The detergent 
acts as a degreaser. Washing with 
hot water then wiping, is usually 
all that's necessary to get it shin- 
ing clean. 


The interior of both broiler and 


oven sections can be wiped with 
sudsy water and cloth and if food 
is caked on the porcelain finish, use 
a light abrasive to get it off. 


If foods are spilled, clean as soon 


as the range is cool. When spilled 
over food is burned, wet a clean 
piece of cheesecloth with household 
ammonia, place it over the burned 
food and let it stay there until the 
cloth is thoroughly dry. Then wash 
with soapy water. 


Don't forget the top of the oven

If you have recently moved ant 


find a gas range already installed 
that has accumulations of hardened 
grease in oven and broiler inter- 
iors, put small open dishes of am- 
monia inside these sections. Leave 
them there overnight. You'll find 
the ammonia fumes have loosened 
the accumulated grime enough to 
make your cleanup a much easier 
task. 
New Twists 
In Cookery 
Suggested 


If you're one of those cooks who 


are always on the lookout (or new 
and interesting twists in cookery to 
try out on guests and family, here'* 
a column of suggestions you might 
do well to clip and file: 


To give prune whip a touch et 


glamor, serve it with 
coffee-fla- 


vored custard prepared in a double 
boiler. 


Next time you're whipping up a 


"quicker than quick" cake with in- 
stant white cake mix, add a littlt 
grated orange rind to the batter be- 
fore you pop it into your gas oven. 
It's very tasty.x 


And here's something new to 


serve with grilled lamb chops. Take 
a glass of red currant jelly, add 
half as much chutney, juice of half 
a lemon, and a little salt and pep- 
per. Heat the mixture and serve it 
hot. 


New Coconut Crust 


Your gas refrigerator will help 


you make this new "baked" coco- 
nut crust, a fudge-like chocolate 
version that's out of this world: 


Melt two squares of unsweetened 


chocolate and 2 tablespoons butter 
in the top of a double boiler. Com- 
bine 2 tablespoons milk or water 
with 2j cup sifted confectioner'! 
sugar and add to the chocolate mix- 
ture, stirring well. Add l1^ cupt 
shredded coconut, and mix well. 
Spread mixture in bottom and 
sides of greased 9-inch pan. Chill. 
To serve, fill with ice cream or 
your favorite chilled pudding fill- 
ing. 


Tricks with Meat 


To keep breaded pork chops hot 


and crisp when not served imme- 
diately, place them in the upper 
part of a double boiler placed over 
the simmer burner of your gat 
range, with lower part filled with 
very hot water. Cover. 


Corn-beef hash may be made dif- 


ferently by browning it in diced 
salt-pork rfat to which a diced onion 
has been added. The combination 
is terrific. 


Before you put Sunday's left- 


over roast in your gas oven to re- 
heat, cover it completely with let- 
tuce leaves. You'll find it helps the 
meat retain its moisture and fla- 
vor. 


Serve hot, cooked, pitted glazed 


prunes with ham, roast pork or 
pork chops. Prunes should soak 
overnight so that they are nice and 
fat, then cooked with a small 
amount of water over the simmer 
burner of your gas range.

oods a pleasure to prepaie. Manu- 
acturcis iccqmmend turning the 
ioiler flame at full. For food that 
s thin and tender, such as fish, 
place the broiler clos>e to the flame. 
Thicker foods like steak can be 
placed a notch or two lower. Many 
TMnufaeturers advise 
preheating 


he broiler pan before food is 
placed on it. 


Sometimes a pilot light will go 


out, 
sometimes you'll put it ou 


during a cleaning operation. When 
hat happens, just light a match 
and hold it above the pilot's open- 
ng to restait the flame. If a pilol 
ight goes out with any frequency, 
call a seiviccman who will make a 
simple adjustment. 


Occasionally the range will need 


a general washing. Remember that 
soap-impregnated steel wool pads 
will clean aluminum burner heads 
Some burners can be unscrewed 
for easy cleaning — and don't for- 
get the drip pan on range cleaning 
clay.
